THE WEYSE CASK. 


Unusual Pressure Brought to Se- 
cure a Settlement. 

The Weyse contempt case was not 
reached in Judge Wade’s court yester- 
day, it being too far down on the cal- 
endar, but the attorneys in the case 
were on hand, while Otto G. Weyse 
and Henry Weyse sat in the lobby. 
Rudolph Weyse was not present. 
Judge Wade will hear the contempt 
proceedings this morning at 9:30 
o’clock. The abducted children were 
not in court, and the mystery about 
their whereabouts continued to be as 
dark ag ever. The course taken by the 
Weyse brothers in the settlement with 
their wives isasingular one. There 
is no doubt that they have pursued a 
bulldozing policy, and resorted to very 
questionable methods in furtherance 
their plans. When they ap- 
plied for the ph OS of a re- 
ceiver for the Naud warehouse, 
whatever their motive may have been, 
the result would have been that the 
revenue from it would have been cut 
off from Mrs. Weyse, and she would 
have been without funds to prosecute 
her suit. The spiriting away of the 
children followed the institution ofthe 
divorce proceedings brought by 

. eyse, and then came the with- 
drawal o Judge Chapman as counsel 
for the Weyse brothers. Judge Waae 
issued an order requiring O. G. Weyse 
to allow the mother to see their ch id, 
and this order was absolutely diso- 
beyed by Weyse. Those connected 
with the case state that the kidnaping 
of the children was designed to bring 
the two wives to terms in the settle- 
ment of the property.

THE LAW APPEALED TO FOB 
4 & SETTLEMENT. 


Temporary Restraining Order Pro- 
hibiting the Purchase of the 
Vignes-street Lot— Why Prop- 
orty-owners are Opposed to It— 
Mr. Grounds. 


The efforts to prevent the City Coun- 


— eil from approving the school site se- 


lected on Vignes street having failed, 
the courts have been requested to pre- 
vent the selection by injunction. Yes- 
terday a complaint was filed in the 
Superior Court by William A. Ken- 
nedy vs. Mayor Hazard, the City 
Council, Board ot Education, City 
Treasurer and City Auditor, and a 
temporary restraining order was 
granted by Judge Van Dyke. The 
complaint is brought te restrain the 
defendants from purchasing lots 6, 7, 


o | 8 and 9 of block 2, in the Vignes tract, 


in the First Ward, as a site for a 
schoolbouse, and from paying therefor 
from the proceéds of the bonds issued 
for school purposes, and from building 
a schoolhouse thereon. 

Kennedy states that he owns prop- 
erty near by the proposed location, 
and alleges that the site seiected is 
wholly unfit and unsuitable for a 
school site, that it is located in the 
middle of a block, is a narrow strip of 
land extending from street to street, 
and is not 150 feet in width as re- 
quired by the terms specified in the 
advertisement for bids; it is situated 
on ungraded streets, without side- 
walks, the soil being heavy adobe, ren- 
dering the street near 1 impassable dur- 
ing rainy weather.

Tm time for bids for school sites to 
do gold to the city has been extended 
until Monday nexkt. | 


Tue City Council yesterday very 
wisely decided to advertise for pro- 
posals to construct the necessary wings 
to the river bridges, in accordance with 
the recommendations of the City En- 
gineer. The work should be pushed as 
rapidly as possible. 


Tue Mayor yesterday returned no 
less than four ordinances to the Coun- 
cil without his approval. giving in 
each case cogent reasons for his veto, 
and in each instance the Council re- 
considered its action, thus showing 
that the Mayor’s position was a sound 
one. 


THE recommendation of the Board 
of Public Works, that the Second-street 
cable road be granted a franchise to 
extend its system to the track of the 
Cahuenga Valley road, was approved 
yesterday by the Council by a vote of 
five to three, Mr. Hamilton pertinentiy 
remarking that it seemed absurd to 
grant a franchise to a road which is 
not running.

The attempts which are being made 
to draw a moral from the flooding of 
the engine-houses on Sunday, against 


the defeat of the sewer bonds, are 
founded on a very thin foundation. 
The proposition for storm drains to 
cost half a million dollars was an ex- 
travagant proposition, and uuderstood 
by the voters to be such; moreover, it 
was attached to the extravagant out- 
fall project, thus making it doubly un- 
desirable. Had the outfall system 
been offered as a separate project, at a 
moderate cost, Allere is little doubt 
that it woul o been carried. Times 
are, however, not sufficiently flush to 
justify citizens in voting half a million 
dollars for an improvement, when all 
that is at present needed can be had 
for about one-fourth of that sum. 

It is generally conceded that the Los 
Angeles Railroad Company is entitled 
to protection from flood as much as 
any other taxpayer, and a provision 
for a serviceable, and at the same time 
economical system of storm-water 
drains will undoubtedly be made in 
the scheme for a sewer system which 
is being elaborated by the Sewer Com- 
mittee. 


PLENTY OF RAIN, 


More rain fell last night. This is a 
most remarkable October, as far as 
rainfall is concerned. Even supposing 
that no more rain should fall this 
month, the rainfallis still about equal 
to that of all the Octobers during the 
past ten years combined. With ex- 
ception of some damage to late grapes, 
the effect of this unusually heavy rain- 
fall will be beneficial in this section. 
It is a moot question whether the rapid 
settlement of Southern California is 
increasing our rainfall or not. Marly 
believe that the extensive planting of 
trees, building of houses, with conse- 
quent smoke, etc., is attended with a 
decided increase in the precipitation of 
moisture. Such would appear to be 
the testimony of Egypt, where rain 
was unknown until recent years, the 
country depending for its moisture 
upon the periodical overflow of the 
Nile. Shortly after the canal was com- 
pleted and trees planted along its 


a fall of rain, and the cause of the phe- 
nomenon can scarcely be attributed to 
any other cause than the construction 
of the canal and the planting of trees. 
To certain lines of industries, such as 
raisin-making, early rains would prove 
injurious in Southern California; but 
on the whole, an increase in our rain- 


abling localities which now depend on 
irrigation to dispense with that sys, 
tem, or, at least, to use it only as an oc- 
casional accessory.

Japanese papers state that complete returns 
from the one prefecture of Aiche show that 
685 people were drowned and 121 injured 
during the fload4 of September IIth, and 
that over one thousand houses were swept 
away and thousands of acres of crops de- 
stroyed. In a review of the calamities 
caused by the floods during the year 1889, 
the Japan Mail says: 

“Complete returns show that 12 prefect- 
ures have been devastated, 2419 people 
killed, 155 wounded and over 90,000 people 
deprived of means of subsistence. More 
than 50,000 houses have been swept away or 
150,000 acres of crops destroyed, 
about bridges washed away aud some 
hundreds of miles of road broken up.”

AN acclimatization society is being 
talked of here; the object being to 
stock the osuntry with game, grouse, 
eastern quail, wild turkey, pheasants, 
red-deer, wapiti, trout, etc., and to 
protect the antelope, mountain sheep 
und other animals that are in danger 
of extermination. 


We have natural reservoirs in sev- 
eral cafions which could be dammed 
up and made to hold a volume of water 
that would increase the value of lands 
to a considerable extent. It would 
give us power for light, electricity, 
cable roads, while its value for irrigat- 
ing purposes at low cost can hardly be 
estimated.

THE term “rainy season, as applied 
to Pasadena climate and winters, 
creates an erroneous impression in the 
East and should not be used. We have 
no rainy season, in the popular ac- 
ceptation of the term, the time being 
not as rainy and damp on an average 
as any six months in the East. 

Our annual rainfall is about 19 inches, 
the precipitation coming in gentle 
showers, as a rule, once in two or three 
weeks from October to May. The term 
rainy season is only properly applied 
to certain portions of Alaska and the 
South. Cayenne has a rainy season.“ 
Between February Ist and 24th of one 
year it rained 12 feet and 2 inches, 
yet Cayenne has a rival in Cherra- 
Ponjee, in the Cossia Hills, India, near 
Caicutta, where it has rained, at an 
altitude of about Wilson’s Peak, 12 
feet in the month of June, while the 
annual fall was 600 inches, or 50 feet. 


Ir puzzles eastern visitors to think 
of inches of water and pounds of pota- 
toes. The rainfall is measured by a 
gauge. ‘The weather man knows the 
exact area of the mouth of the instru- 
ment and calculates how deep the 
layer of the water would have been if 
all that was caught could be distrib- 
uted fairly and evenly over an area or 
surface the size of the orifice.

THE WASTE OF WATER. 


A PROBLEM OF THE VERY 
FIRST IMPORTANCE, 


Can the Waste Be Controlicd?—The 
Reservoir Question—The Reser- 
voirs of India — The Power of 
Water — Our Cajions as Reser- 
voirs, Etc. 


During the past rain we have had at 
least four inches, sufficient to change 
the entire face of the country, and in 
two weeks or less one would hardly 
know it. Water is king in Pasadena, 
and it would seem that the time is 
coming when the question in its 
broader sense will have to be consid- 
ered. We want more, and at less 
price. In another column the possible 
waste has been suggested. We get in 
reality about one-thousandth of the 
fall for all the purposes for which it is 
needed. Water means power, electric 
lights, cable roads, manufactories, if 
it is applied in the right direction; and 
it would seem possible by having our 
mountain range restocked with trees, 
reservoirs made or placed in some of 
our cafions, that the supply could 
be increased or at least held in the 
mountains longer and used for the 
benefits of the dwellers in the San 
Gabriel Valley. It is but dawn in 
this country. We have conditions 
enabling us to support a larger popu- 
lation to the acre than any known 
available land, and the country is go- 
ing to be put to the test. The rapid 
transit and other roads are tapping 
our lands and the result will a 
large population. Ifthis is so, more 
water will be 22 and then the 
question of supply will be forced upon 
us. In most countries we find natura! 
reservoirs; here we have none avail- 
able, the lake back in the mountains 


approach to them. The water is 
drained off by innumerable channels, 
the Arroyo Seco being the outlet for 
millions of gallons, while each cafion 
in the mountains back ofthe city bears 
away the liquid wealth to the low- 
lands, where it rises to saturate the 
earth, and make the artesian belt what 
it is. The better wooded the moun- 
tains, the longer they retain the moist- 
ure; hence, is all- 
important—a questſon that the Board 
of Forestry should have in hand. 
Again, the water should, or could, be 
held in the mountain cafions in storage 
reservoirs, and be utilized as power. 
As to the good derived from dams and 
reservoirs under ordinary circum- 
stances, there is little or no question, 
and we know-that the available power 
of water is increased ten-fold. ature 
is prodigal and extravagant; and it be- 
hooves man to use his intelligence in 
taking advantage of ber offerings. It 
is an easy matter dam cafions and

ln some cases a trench is built across 
av down ‘to bedrock; in others a 
row sheet-piling is used, the body 
ef the dam being constructed accord- 
ing to-the requirements of the case. 
Millard Cafion could be easily dammed 
backed of the Simmons ranch, a rocky 
ledge jutting out there, so that a deep 
lake could be made, eapable of holding 
an enormous amount of water with a 
power of great value. We find reser- 
voirs all over the country, and some of 
the most gigantic ones in the world 
will probably be the outcome of the 
Arid-land Commission, there being no 
reason why many of the deserts of the 
West should not be made to blossom 
like gardeus. Massachusetts has over 
three hundred reservoirs; New York 
nearly as many. 

Those of India, built with a special 
reference to irrigation, are of the 
greatest interest to readers of THE 
Ius. There we find a vast and com- 
plicated system. The best known is 
12 miles long, while the famous Cum- 
mun tank had an area of eight square 
miles, the walls being 100 feet high. 

One of the oldest reservoirs is the 
Lake of Minery, built 2000 years ago, 
before the time of Christ. It is 20 
miles in circumierence. Its embank- 
ment is a mile long, and covered with 
fine, largetrees. This reservoir is still 
in use, and wag made in the rudest 
bi by dirt scraped up by men, women 
and children, who at least understood 
the necessity of storing up the article 
that brought them crops and continued 
life, e remains of reservoirs in 
Italy ares still to be seen, showing 
that the people understood the 
value of the work; while the system of 
irrigation in Arizona, as used by the 
great and unknown races which have 
passed away, are familiar. What the 
actual consumption per capita of 
water isin Pasadena would be inter- 
esting to know; including that used for 
irrigating purposes it would probably 
make ala owing in volume. In 
New York it is estimated that every in- 
habitant uses 90 galions per day; Phila- 
delphia, 56; Boston, 60; Milwaukee, 25; 
Wolverhampton, England, with a pop- 
ulation of 60,000, 22 gallons; Halifax, 
50,000 population, 54 galions. In 
ancient Rome, according to De Man- 
dres, each inhabitant was allowed at 
one time 400 gallons per day. An 
enormous amount of water is wasted in 
alicities. The engineer of the Liverpool 
waterworks once stated that where no 
attempts were made to prevent waste, 
it amounted to 70 gallons out of every 
100 supplied. Dust in summer is a 
serious Objection here, the prices on 
the east or north side of a street tell- 
ing the story by contrast. Pasadena 
should have water enough to supply 
every street in town, and by a storage 
reservoir in the mountains force 
enough could be provided to use all the

STEEP INCLINE RAILROADS. 


The marked progress in the construc- 
tion of railroads, locomotives and cars 
since the earlier days, when George 
Stephenson put his first locomotive on 
the track, every one is familiar with; 
but what progress has been made in 
the construction of rackrail roads for 
steep mountain inclines is probably 
not so well known. The first success- 
fully-operated rackrail road was that 
built by Mr. Marsh to the top of Mt. 
Washington, and for a period of nearly 
20 years it has safely carried passen- 
gers, without the loss of alife. This 
was completed in 1869. European 
engineers were sent to this country 
to make reports on the same, 
and the Vitznan-Rigi Railroad

That the ladder-rack has done well 
enough has been shown, but to leave 
well enough alone does not correspond 
with the demands of our éver-progress- 
ing age,and discoveries had to be 
made tofree the true-rack principle 
from certain defects and to extend its 
usefulness. 

Mr. Abt, the construction engineer 
ef several rackruvads in Europe, in- 
vented a new system of and 
greatly improved the locomotive; he 
overcome the unequal pitch at the ends 
of each section of the ladder-rack and 
was able to meet any amountof trac- 
tion as far as the strength of the rack- 
rail is concerned, and by his inventions 
a higher speed couid be obtained. 

His inventions are used oa all the 
roads in Switzerland, Austria and 
Germany, because of its undoubted 
safety and economic accommodation 
to the gradients and curves. The same 
bars for the rackrail as he uses on 
straight lines can be used in curves, 
while ladder racks have to be made 
especially for them. Mr. Abt’s rack- 
rail is built of a number of bars placed 
side by side and bolted together, and 
the number depends upon the amount 
of traction.’ The bars are of rolled iron 
or steel, and the teeth are cut by gear- 
cutting and gear-milling machinery, 
which secure the most perfect work-

There, atter a brief rest, they pushed 
forward and surrounded the town. 
The blockhouse was assailed, Where a 
sharp skirmish ensued, in which the 
British lost seven, killed; while not one 
American washurt. The spoils of vic- 
Reb were 40 prisoners, besides Ca 
McDonnell and the resident Cathohc 
priest, with their arms and accoutre- 
ments. with 32 muskets. two bateaux, 
a flag, baggage and 800 blankets. ~ . 
When Howe occupied Philadelphia 
in September, 1777, the Americans 
held Fort Mercer, which was com- 


f manded by Col. Greene of Rhode Island. 


It was located on the Jersey coast, 
and in the middle of October Sir 
Henry Clinton was ordered to evacu- 
ate the forts in the Hudson highlands 
and send 6000 men to Philadelphia. 
The news of Burgoyne’s surren 
reaching him, Howe perceived that he 
must open a way for his brother's fleet 
to come up the Delaware to Philadel- 
hia or else all would be lost. Count 
NOP with 1200 picked Hessians was 


ordered to take Fort Mercer by 
storm. He obeyed, and at the 
same time the fleet opened a 


cannonade on Fort Mifflin opposite. 
The removal of obstructions permitted 
tne vessels to move still nearer and 
bombard both forts. Greene abandoned 
the outworks and retired to the inner 
redoubt. <At the edge of a wood, 
within cannon shot, a 
battery of heavy guns, and demanded 
an instant surrender, with a threat of 
massacre in the event of refusal. 
Greene had but 400 men, yet he re- 
fused. Under cover of the cannon, a 
storming party advanced, and was re- 
ceived with terrible volleys of musk 

and grapeshot, while two conceal 
American galleys smote them with an 
enfilading fire. The slaughter was 
fearful. Count Donop and many of 
his officers were killed or m y. 
wounded. The British retired with a 
loss of 200 men; the American loss be- 
iug 87 killed and wounded. Count 
Donop died three days afterward, his 
last words being: “I die a victim to 
my ambition the avarice of my 
 soverei gu.

During the religious wars of the six- 
‘teenth century Henry IV. had tostrug- 
the ole force of the 
‘Catholic league and Spain, as long as 
he was a Protestant, but when in 1693 
he became a Catholic, he had to bear: 
the animosity of Protestants. To re- 
move the hgatility of his former co- 
religionists, in 1598, after having signed 
atreaty of peace with Spain, Henry’ 
promulgated the Edict of Nantes, 
which guaranteed to the Protestants’ 
that they would not be disturbed in 
the free exercise of their religion, and 
assured to them a share in the admin- 
istration of justice and the privilege 
of being admitted to various em- 
2— of trust, profit and 
onor. After remaining in operation 
for 87 years, this edict was sudden! 
revoked by Louis XIV. on October 
685. All the iniquities inseparable . 
from persecution followed; desolation, 
death and exile were the fate of the 
million and a half of people. Above 
half a million of the most useful and 
industrious subjects deserted France, 
and exported, together with immense. 
sums of money, those arts and manu- 
factures which had chiefly tended to 
enrich that kingdom. They propagated 
everywhere the most tragical accounts 
of the tyranny exercised against 2 
and revived among the Protestants 
that resentment which has 
ized the religious struggle of the six - 
teenth century. 
Today is memorable as the anniver- 
sary of the birth of Str PHILIP FRAN- 
CIs, supposed author of the celebrated 
Letters of Junius;“ and of the death 
of Charles Martel, vanquisher of the.
